ANNUAL TOWN MEETING - RESULTS 
March 14, 1989 


The Polls were opened at 11:00 AM by Moderator Robert Whitney Jr. for the purpose of 
casting ballots for Article 1. To vote by nonpartisan ballot for the following Town Officers: 


One Selectman to serve for a term of three (8) years 

A Town Treasurer to serve for a term of one (1) year 

A Town Clerk to serve for a term of one (1) year 

A Tax Collector to serve for a term of one (1) year 

An Overseer of Public Welfare to serve for a term of one (1) year 
A Library Trustee to serve for a term of three (3) years 

A Trustee of Trust Funds to serve for a term of three (3) years 


The remaining Articles will be considered at 7:30 PM. 


Moderator Robert Whitney Jr. called the Meeting to order then declared a brief recess for 
the clock committee to give their report. 


Nancy Aldrich said she would like to thank everyone and make a few presentations. 


Carol Walker asked Aubrey Reid to come forward to accept for the Town of Sugar Hill 
the plaque with the contributors’ names attached. Barbara Parker asked Roger Aldrich to 
come forward to accept on behalf of the Town the plaque with a brief history and the framed 
pictorial history of the Meetinghouse clock. 


Moderator Robert Whitney Jr. closed the polls at 7:30 PM. 


Moderator Whitney thanked the clock committee and said we would proceed with town 
business. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to rescind the employment of a certified public 
accountant to audit the town accounts. 


Moved by Katherine Cote’ seconded by Deborah McIlwaine. 
An explanation was asked for. 


Katherine Cote’ said the Board of Selectmen has been notified by the Department of Revenue 
that this was not necessary every year. 


All in favor were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have 
it. Unanimous vote in favor. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to establish the Office of Town Auditor 
to be elected each year by nonpartisan ballot pursuant to RSA 41:31. 


Moved by Katherine Cote’ seconded by Bruce Perlo. 


All in favor were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have 
it. Unanimous vote in favor. 


ARTICLE 4. To choose an Auditor by unofficial ballot to serve until the next annual 
Town election as provided in RSA 669:16. 


There being no nominations the Moderator said the Selectmen will appoint an Auditor. 
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ARTICLE 5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town charges 
and make appropriations of the same as set forth in the following budget. The town budget 
totals $361,562.83. Moved by Aubrey Reid seconded by William Pinney. Moderator Robert 
Whitney Jr. said we would review these item by item as voters wish.

Selden Hannah asked why the increase in the Police Department; it is double last year’s. 


Selectperson Katherine Cote’ responded that $20,000.00 covers insurance, FICA and 
retirement. Last year the Board of Selectmen were brought to task because the departments 
didn’t show their true expenditures. If you go to the comparative statements in the middle 
section the very last line where the insurance, FICA and retirement were shown there is 
now a zero shown for 1989. The Selectmen have broken down all the insurances, FICA, 
retirement and the 8123 number into town officers, police, highway and fire. $20,000.00 
is also for a second full-time police officer. Brad Whipple is not a full-time police officer, 
he works two days a week. There is also $7,000.00 in the police budget for a part-time officer 
to be used when the full-time officers have time off or are in court. 


Selectman Laurence Ring reported that last year the request was for $53,000.00 and this 
was used as a base for two full-time officers adding $20,000.00 to cover FICA, insurance 
and retirement and $7,000.00 for the part-time officer to arrive at the $80,000.00. 


Pamela Yarosh asked how we could discuss salary for another full-time officer when Article 
8 comes along and we discuss joining with Franconia. 


Selectman Laurence Ring replied that the vote this evening is only a directive to continue 
talks with Franconia and both Towns have to vote in favor in order to do this. If the vote 
is favorable tonight, legislative action has to be taken, a real vote after that by both towns 
for a district, a district vote to make it legal, a vote for commissioners who would run the 
district and the hiring of officers. January of next year is the earliest this could all take 
place. In order for us to have police protection for the Town of Sugar Hill, we have to support 
a police department through this year. 


Further discussion followed.

Roger Aldrich would like to suggest that the Selectmen pursue a separate arrangement 
with solid waste rather than continue with Franconia. Roger thinks we a getting a bad 
deal. We are paying 40% of the cost and doesn’t think we are generating 40% of the waste. 


Selectman David Southworth answered that when the first figures came in the Board discussed 
doing something on their own, but after negotiations the prices have come down. The 
Selectmen are willing to look into it if that is what the voters want. David pointed out that 
we are joint with Franconia and Easton but Franconia runs the show on the transfer 
station. They all have joint meetings and they have a vote but Franconia Selectmen have 
the final say. 


Selectmen Laurence Ring gave the split as 60%, 30% and 10% and pointed out that the request 
this year is for $24,000.00 as our share to operate the facility and $3,000.00 to help refurbish 
the recyling station that was tipped over during the severe wind storm for a total of 
$27,000.00. Looking into the Sanco operation was also discussed. 


Further discussion followed.

Harold Aldrich asked why the Highway Block Grant figure was included in the budget 
as this amount comes from the State. 


Selectperson Katherine Cote’ replied that the Department of Revenue requires it to go in 
to be raised and then it is offset on the Revenue side as being received. 


All in favor of Article 5 were asked by Moderator Robert Whitney Jr. to signify by saying 
“Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it. There were three or four “No” votes. 


Moderator Robert Whitney Jr. said we would go to Article 7 as Article 6 is a ballot vote 
and the counters are still working on the first vote. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to withdraw the 
sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) from the Police Department Equipment Reserve 
Fund for the purchase of new police equipment and to name the Selectmen as agent to 
expend the money withdrawn from said Fund. 


Moved by James McCusker seconded by Bruce Perlo. 


David McPhaul asked what this was for. 


Selectman Laurence Ring replied equipment for protection when he picks up animals etc., 
catch pole, gloves, plus equipment for vehicle. Camera, fingerprint kit, portable radio with 
case. These are the types of items being requested. $1,000.00 will not cover everything. 


Further discussion followed. 


Moderator Robert Whitney Jr. asked all in favor of Article 7 to signify by saying “Aye”, 
opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it. One or two “No” votes.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of fifteen 
thousand ($15,000.00) for the purchase of a new police cruiser and to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow seven thousand five hundred dollars ($7,500.00) by the issuance of notes under 
the municipal Finance Act and the balance of seven thousand five hundred dollars ($7,500.00) 
to be raised by taxes. (By Ballot) 


Moved by Deborah McIlwaine seconded by Hans Wend. 
Arthur Yarosh asked if leasing had been discussed. 


Gary Young said he had checked in previous years and found it not the best way to go 
for a police cruiser due to their special requirements. 


Selectman Laurence Ring said one or the other cruisers were in the shop all year long. A 
new cruiser is definately needed. Further discussion followed. 


Yes or No paper ballot was used for the vote on Article 6. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to accept the report of the Franconia/Sugar 
Hill Police Study Committee and its recommendation to establish a village district for the 
purpose of establishing a joint police department for the Towns of Sugar Hill and Franconia. 


Moved by Bertram Dube’ seconded by Bruce Perlo. 
Moved by William Pinney seconded by Deborah MclIlwaine to have a hand count on Article 8. 


Moved by Roger Aldrich to make a motion that the Town of Sugar Hill accepts the report 
of the Franconia/Sugar Hill Police Study Committee and place it on file in the town 
records. The Town of Sugar Hill will inform the Town of Franconia that due to the inordinate 
amount of hostility by the Franconia Selectmen and the Franconia Police Department toward 
the study committee’s recommendations and toward the Town of Sugar Hill that the Town 


of Sugar Hill does not, at this time, wish to participate in any joint police department with 
the Town of Franconia. 


Seconded by William Norton. 


The hand count on the amendment vote was a tie. Moderator Robert Whitney Jr. declared 
Article 8 as amended defeated. 


The count on Article 8 as printed in the warrant was 56 opposed and 28 in favor. 
Article 8 was declared defeated by Moderator Robert Whitney Jr. 
There was discussion and parlimentary procedure questions. The above count was by hand. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of four 
thousand dollars ($4,000.00) for the Franconia-Sugar Hill-Easton Chamber of Commerce. 


Moved by Maxine Aldrich seconded by Pamela Yarosh. 
Discussion followed. 


Moderator Robert Whitney Jr. said we would vote by a show of hands. Article 9 62 in 
favor 22 opposed. Article 9 carries. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one 
thousand five hundred dollars ($1,500.00) to be placed in the Town Plan Expendable Trust. 


Moved by Katherine Cote’ seconded by William Pinney. 


All in favor were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it. There 
were no opposed votes. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate three thousand, 
five hundred, and thirty-six dollars ($3,536.00) for final design and permits for the proposed 
Mount Eustis Landfill located in Littleton to be used by the 11 town solid waste district. 


Moved by Bruce Perlo seconded by Jeffrey Henault. 
Discussion followed. 


All in favor were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it so 
declared by Moderator Robert Whitney Jr. No opposed votes. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of seven 
thousand dollars ($7,000.00) for cemetery maintenance and to authorize the Selectmen to 
withdraw the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) from the Cemetery Trust Funds to 
offset the above amount. 


Moved by Robert Whitney seconded by John Wagner. 
Discussion followed. 


All in favor were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it. No 
opposed votes.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sugar Hill, in the County of Grafton, and the State 
of New Hampshire, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified that the Annual Town Meeting of the Town of Sugar Hill, New 
Hampshire, will be held at the Meetinghouse on Tuesday, March 18, 1990, at 7:30 p.m. to 
act on the following subjects: 


Polls will be open at 11 a.m. for voting by ballot on Article 1 (the election of Town 
Officers), Article 2 (Zoning Amendment), and on Articles 3 & 4 (Veteran’s Exemption 
options). Poles will close at 7:30 p.m. unless the Town votes to keep the polls open to a later 
hour. All other Articles will be presented, discussed and acted upon beginning at 7:30 p.m. 


ARTICLE 1. To vote by nonpartisan ballot for the following Town Officers: 


One Selectman to serve for a term of three (3) years; a Town Treasurer to serve for 
a term of one (1) year; A Town Clerk to serve for a term of one (1) year; a Tax Collector 
to serve for a term of one (1) year; An Overseer of Public Welfare to serve for a term 
of one (1) year; A Library Trustee to serve for a term of three (3) years; a Supervisor 
of the Checklist to serve for a term of six (6) years; A Trustee of Trust Funds to 
serve for a term of three (3) years; a Town Auditor to serve for a term of one (1) 
year, and a Town Moderator to serve for a term of two (2) years, and such other Town 
officers as may be required by law. 


ARTICLE 2. Areyou in favor of the adoption of the amendment as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: change Section 307.1 at page 10 which 
now reads, “lots which abut on more than one public street shall provide the required frontage 
along every street” to “lots which abut on more than one public street shall provide the 
required frontage along one street.” (By Ballot) 


ARTICLE 3. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to increase the amount of the Veteran’s Exemption 
from $50.00 to $100.00 by voting on the following question: 


Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:28, V & VI for an optional veteran’s exemption 
and an expanded qualifying war service for veterans seeking the exemption? (The optional 
veterans’ exemption is $100.00, rather than $50.00.) (By Ballot) 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the exemption of $1,400 of property 
taxes on residential property for a veteran with a service-connected total disability as provided 
in RSA 72:35 by voting on the following question: 


Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:35, IV for an optional property tax exemption 
on residential property for service-connected total disability? The optional disability 
exemption is $1,400.00, rather than $700.00 (By Ballot) 


ARTICLE 5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town charges 
and make appropriations of the same as set forth in the following budget:

ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to establish 
or amend fees for the issuance of any license or permit as provided in RSA 41:9-a. 


ARTICLE 7. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one thousand 
three hundred and sixty dollars ($1,360.00) for the preparation of a Capital Improvements 
Program (CIP). Note: The CIP will plan for long term expenditures by the Town and provide 
the basis for a growth management ordinance. 


ARTICLE 8. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one thousand, 
one hundred and seventy nine dollars ($1,179.00) for the Upper Grafton/Lancaster Solid 
Waste Planning District. **Note** This should result in a state permit for the proposed 
landfill in 1991. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to change the purpose of the existing Police 
Department Equipment reserve fund to the Police Cruiser Capital reserve fund and to 
designate the Selectmen as agents to expend. (2/3 vote required) 


ARTICLE 10. Tosee ifthe town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of two thousand, 
five hundred dollars ($2,500.00) to be placed in the Police Crusier Capital reserve fund. 


ARTICLE 11. Tosee if the Town will vote to change the purpose of the existing Highway 
Department capital reserve fund to the Highway Department Heavy Equipment capital 
reserve fund and to designate the Selectmen as agents to expend. (2/3 vote required) 


ARTICLE 12. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand 
dollars ($10,000.00) to be place in the Highway Department Heavy Equipment capital reserve 
fund. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of seven 
thousand dollars ($7000.00) for cemetery maintenance and to authorize the Selectmen to 
withdraw the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) from the Cemetery Trust Funds to 
offset the above amount. 


ARTICLE 14. Toseeif the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five hundred 
dollars ($500.00) for the repair of cemetery headstones and the iron fence in the Sunnyside 
Cemetery. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital reserve fund for the 
purpose of a Fire Department Equipment truck, and to vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of twelve thousand, one hundred dollars ($12,100.00) to be placed in said fund and authorize 
the use/transfer of the December 31, 1989 fund balance for this purpose and to designate 
the Selectmen as agents to expend. ( *NOTE* This sum was insurance monies that were 
received last year by the town after the town’s 1962 fire tanker was totaled in an accident.) 


ARTICLE 16. Toseeifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of four thousand, 
five hundred dollars ($4,500.00) which may be received from the Town of Easton for Fire 
protection and from any salvage monies that may be received from the 1962 tanker and 
to use said monies to up-grade the Fire Department Equipment truck. (This money is 
contingent on receiving this from the Town of Easton and sale of salvage material, 
approximately $4,500.00). 


ARTICLE 17. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell fire department 
equipment that is no longer needed. 


ARTICLE 18. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one thousand 
dollars ($1,000.00) to be place in the Gale River gravel bar expendable trust fund. 


ARTICLE 19. Tosee if the Town will vote to consolidate the Unemployment Compensation 
expendable trust fund and the Unemployment Benefits expendable trust fund into one 
expendable trust fund. **Note** These were authorized for the same purpose but set up 
in two accounts by mistake. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to designate and proclaim April 22, 1990, as 
Earth Day 1990, and to set aside that day for public activities promoting preservation of 
the global enviroment and launching the “Decade of the Enviroment.” (By petition) 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to apply 
for, accept and expend without further action by the Town Meeting money from the state, 
federal or other governmental units or a private source, which becomes available during 
the fiscal year, as provided in RSA 31:95-b, which limits the expenditures to legal purposes 
for which a town may appropriate money and requires a public hearing prior to the Selectmen 
taking any action. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money 
in anticipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to direct a discount of one percent (1%) to 
be made to those persons or corporations who shall pay taxes within a period of three weeks 
from the date of the tax bill. A discount is authorized as provided in the Article by RSA 
80:52. 


ARTICLE 24. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting.

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SUGAR HILL POLICE DEPARTMENT 1989 


The past year has been a busy year for the Police Department. Our community has had 
a considerable increase in all areas of police activity. This is partially because of the fact 
that the patrol coverage has increased, and knowing this, people are calling in complaints 
that they may have not in the past. 


Criminal complaints have about doubled this past year but motor vehicle activity continues 
to constitute the largest effort as it too has doubled.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


During calendar year 1989, the State of New Hampshire experienced an average number 
of wildfires. The three leading causes of these wildfires were fires kindled without a fire 
permit from the Forest Fire Warden, children, and debris burning fires that escaped control. 
All these causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. By New 
Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27b), “No person, firm or corporation shall kindle or cause 
to be kindled any fire or burn or caused to be burned any material, except when the ground 


is covered with snow, without first obtaining a written fire permit from the Forest Fire 
Warden of the town where the burning is to be done.” 


Violations of RSA 224:27 and the other burning laws of the state are misdemeanors 
punishable of fines up to $1,000. and /or a year in jail, and you are also liable for paying 
all fire suppression cost. 


The State of New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands assisted many towns in wildland 
fire suppression during 1989, including several large fires in Alton, Allenstown, Concord, 
and Chesterfield areas, as well as the 100 acre fire on Mt. Belknap in Gilford. 


In order to eliminate false alarms, it is advisable to notify your local fire department 
whenever you intend to do any outdoor burning. 


If you have any questions regarding New Hampshire forest fire laws, please contact your 
local Forest Fire Warden, Forest Ranger, or Division of Forest and Lands at 271-2217.

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FROM THE SELECTMEN’S POINT OF VIEW 


A number of items from last year’s Selectmen’s report have been or are nearly completed 
at this point and we would like to bring you up to date on these issues. The town highway 
/ police garage has been completed and both departments moved in last spring. The town 
held an open house in the fall with a few citizens taking the opportunity to view what we 
feel is a great improvement. 


After the 1989 Town Meeting approval, the town purchased a much needed Police Cruiser. 
Last summer the town hired Mark Taylor as the second full-time police officer. We would 
like to officially welcome Mark to the community. While we are talking about police you 
might take note of the phone numbers in the front of the town report. We ask that the 
8123 number be used for emergencies only and not for routine questions. 


As we mentioned last year the Selectmen signed a contract with Grassroots cable television. 
At that time Grassroots stated that Sugar Hill would be “on line” in about a year. We are 
pleased that they held true to their word and as many of you may know those in the “phase 
1” area are “on line”. When we signed the first contract with Grassroots we mentioned that 
we would be interested in having them investigate the possibility of getting the rest of the - 
town “built” instead of just the initial Rte. 117 area. This past January Grassroots came 
back to us with the proposal of building the “rest of the town” on a three phase plan. Phase 
1 being the initial Rte. 117 area including Sunset road, Birches road, and the east end of 
Lover’s Lane, and Route 18 to Streeter Pond road. Phase 2 would include Streeter Pond 
area, the remainder of route 18, Pearl Lake road, Hadley road, Dyke road, the east end 
of Easton road, the remainder of Lover’s Lane and Grandview road. Phase 3 would be basically 
the remaining areas of town with a few exceptions where there are no utility poles. To build 
all of this Grassroots requested a subscriber cost of $25.95 per month. If Phase 1 is subscribed 
to meeting certain requirements, then Phase 2 will be built. Likewise if the Phase 2 area 
meets the projections then Phase 3 will be built. However, if Phase 1 does not meet the 
projections then Phase 2 & 3 will not be built and the per month cost will drop back to 
$19.95 and those people who signed on at the beginning will be credited the difference. 


We are also pleased to announce that the benefits of the New Hampshire Municipal 
Associations Insurance pool have paid off. Sugar Hill received a large decrease in our liability 
insurance this year, this decrease being reflected in the town officers’, police, fire, and highway 
department expenses. 


The new Town tax maps have been finished by Cartographics and will result in changes 
in this spring’s tax assessments. We have new map & lot numbers for every parcel. The 
office no longer uses the file card systems, but we have computer printouts set up by new 
map & lot numbers and owner’s last name. Just about every parcel will reflect some change 
in acreage and / or frontage (many of the changes being small). Both of these changes will 
be reflected in the June tax bills. 


Sugar Hill’s portion of the Tri-Town base/dispatch map contract with Cartographic 
Associates has been completed. The map locates all buildings in town and each home has 
been assigned a house/street number. Final implementation of the new dwelling system will 
require that all roads be identified with a sign and that all homeowners visibly display 
the dwelling number. These numbers will be used by the Postal Service and by the dispatch 
center serving Sugar Hill, Franconia and Easton to give quicker and more accurate locations 
of buildings to fire, police and rescue departments. Those of you who are served by the 
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Postal department’s RFD systems will be notified by them in the near future. The town 
also plans to send out a notification with the June tax bill. 


We are beginning to feel like a broken record but once again the Selectmen’s office has 
seen a change of Secretaries. We are sorry to loose Lana Superchi to a full time job but 
we would like to thank her for the year that she spent with us and wish her well. Our 
new secretary should be a familiar face to many of you as she also serves as Sugar Hill’s 
postmistress. We would like to welcome Sherry Minor-Steinberg to our office. Please feel 
free to bring your messages and questions to Sherry during her Selectmen’s office hours 
and she will relay them to us. As usual please feel free to come talk to us in person during 
our weekly meetings, Mondays 7p.m. to 9p.m. 
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SUGAR HILL FIRE DEPARTMENT 


1989 was generally a good year for the Fire Department. Membership stayed relatively 
stable at 16 to 18 members and, while this is fewer than we might wish, the participation 
has been excellent. At any given meeting, drill, or training session, turnout averaged 75% 
or greater which is exceptional for a volunteer organization. 


Fire calls for the year were down somewhat over the previous year. Most fell into the 
categories of downed power lines, chimney fires, automobile accidents, brush fires, and false 
alarms and were minor in nature. There was only one major structure fire during the year. 
Hopefully, the trend will continue but with fuel prices rising and more people turning to 
wood for heat, we are likely to see more activity. Please be careful. 


Training continues to be our primary focus with at least one training session scheduled 
each month. Many of these sessions have been conducted jointly with the Franconia Fire 
Department and other area departments associated with the Twin State Mutual Aid System. 
In addition to our own “in-house” training, several of our members attended one and two 
day classes at the Twin State Fire School in May. Also, some of the members attended a 
Forest Fire Training class in December. Other members took special classes to attain a 
higher level of state certification. Finally, most of the members have taken advantage of 
our fire training library of video tapes which we have purchased over the last several years 
with some of the proceeds from the Hayseed Festival. 


Speaking of the Hayseed Festival, the 1989 version was a great success and planning is 
already underway for the 1990 edition. The funds raised at this event have allowed the Fire 
Department to make many improvements without using tax money. In addition to the training 
films mentioned above, the funds raised at the Hayseed Festival have allowed the members 
to purchase and install a new kitchen unit at the station. This unit includes cupboards, 
countertop, and appliances. Currently, we are seeking any and all donations of pots, pans, 
utensils, dishes, and silverware to stock our new kitchen. If you have something to donate, 
please contact any member. 


The past year had its down side as well... things we all hoped would never happen, 
did happen. In early summer, two of our members escaped serious injury when the brakes 
failed on Engine 2 (the 1962 International pumper) as it was travelling down Lafayette 
Road to a training session in Franconia. As a result of the accident, Engine 2 was declared 
a total loss. The question of how to replace this loss has not been an easy one. Engine 2 
performed three functions: pumping, carrying water, and carrying equipment. The first 
option would be to replace that engine with a new or used pumper. A new pumper would 
most likely cost $100,000 or more. Spending that much money is even more impractical 
given that we have two other engines. With a used engine, we are likely to be buying someone’s 
problem. Why else would they be getting rid of it? A second option would be to replace 
Engine 2 with a tanker. While this would cost less than a pumper, the cost would still be 
prohibitively high especially since Engine 2 had carried only about 20% of our mobile water 
supply. The final option would be to purchase an equipment/rescue truck. Getting the necessary 
equipment to the scene of a fire is our biggest problem at the moment. The storage 
compartments of our three trucks currently in service are full and some equipment still 
must be picked up at the station and carried in private vehicles. It is not a question of 
too much equipment but rather too little space to carry it. The major advantage to such 
a vehicle is cost. In addition to the initial cost being lower, the maintenance costs are also 
lower since there are no pumps or water tanks. The chassis for the vehicle is basically that 
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of a one ton pickup truck meaning that parts are more readily available and less expensive 
than with some other trucks. It is our feeling that Engine 2 can be replaced with a used 
equipment/rescue truck by using the insurance amd salvage money received from Engine 
2... with very little, if any, additional tax money. It is our hope that the town will support 
this move. 


Later in the summer, someone broke into the station and stole several pieces of equipment 
including generators, jacks, hand tools, a TV and VCR. A few of the stolen items turned 
up in Concord when an individual there was arrested for possession of property stolen in 
several break-ins around the area and the state. Most of the equipment not recovered has 
been replaced by insurance. As a result of this incident, the department and the selectmen 
decided to install a security system at the station. This system has been in operation since 
September. Our thanks to Glen Campbell for his assistance in making this affordable to 
the department.

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PLANNING BOARD 


We have had another active year working with an interested and committed membership. 
Land use changes, state mandated requirements, subdivision and site plan review requests 
all require careful attention. A continuing review of Zoning Ordinance, Subdivision 
Regulations and Site Plan Review requirements must be carried out. 


More pressing business prevented completion of the Master Plan in 1989, but the plan 
is now nearing completion. A Capitol Imprcvements Program (virtually required by State 
Law if we are to enter into legal negotiations with bordering towns regarding impact upon 
our infrastructure), (An example: An adjacent town is in process of approving a Condo 
development all of which will be in that town, but the road access is entirely through Sugar 
Hill -- the road being a Scenic and secondary road, all the traffic generated by that activity 
impacts directly upon the taxpayers of our town) is being negotiated with the North Country 
Council. 


A study of the substandard lot size situation (grandfathered) at Streeter Pond may well 
involve septic solutions especially as more of the houses there are converted to year round 
residences. Such a study may become essential. 


Fees for Zoning change requests, building permits and applications made to the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment are being studied at the advice of the town’s counsel. 


There have been questions regarding SCENIC ROADS (N.H. Statutes 231:157 and 231:158 
states: 


231:157 Scenic Roads; Designation. Any road in a town, other than a class I or 
class II highway, may be designated as a scenic road in the following manner. Upon petiton 
of 10 persons who are wither voters of the town or who own land which abuts a road mentioned 
in the petition (even though not voters of the town), the voters of such town at any annual 
or special meeting may designate such road as a scenic road. Such petitioners shall be 
responsible for providing the town clerk with a list of known property owners whose land 
abuts any of the roads mentioned in the petition. The town clerk shall notify by regular 
mail within 10 days of the filing all abutters along the road that lies within the town that 
a scenic road petiton has been filed for and that an article to designate such road as a scenic 
road will appear in the warrant at the next town meeting. The voters at a regular town 
meeting may rescind in like manner their designation of a scenic road upon petition as provided 
above. Notice to the abutting landowners shall also be given as provided above.

231:158 Effect of Designation as Scenic roads. 
I. As used in this subdivision, “tree” means any woody plant which has a circumference 
of 15 inches or more at a point 4 feet from the ground. 


II. Upon a road being designated as a scenic road as provided in RSA 231:157, any repair, 
maintenance, reconstruction, or paving work done with respect thereto shall not involve 
or include the cutting or removal of trees, or the tearing down or destruction of stone 
walls, or portions thereof, except with the prior written consent of the planning board, 
or any other official municipal body designated by the meeting to implement the 
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provisions of this subdivision, after a public hearing duly advertised as to time, date, 
place and purpose, 2 times in a newspaper of general circulation in the area, the last 
publication to occur at least 7 days prior to such hearing, provided, however, that 
a road agent may remove portions of trees, shrubs, vegetation and other natural or 
man-made obstructions from within 3 feet of the main traveled portion of such road 
which interfere with the safe travel upon such road without such consent, and provided 
further that a road agent may, in emergency situations, cut and remove trees with 
the written consent of the selectmen without such hearing. 


Designation of a road as scenic shall not affect the eligibility of the town to receive 
construction, maintenance or reconstruction aid pursuant to the provisions of RSA 
235 for such road. 


Designation of a road as a scenic road shall not affect the rights of any landowner 
with respect to work on his own property.

CURRENT USE LAW (RSA 79:A) Enacted in 1973 “to preserve open space in 
face of rapid development” is sometimes controversial. A copy of a recent observation, 
pro and con, by the Society for the Protection of N.H. Forests is available from the 
Planning Board. 


As demands for developable land increase and land values rise the Town must remain 
alert to changes that can be detrimental to our present way of life and our infrastructure 
(roads, schools, scenic assets, security --fire and police, administrative costs, availability 
of volunteers for civic activities, forest cover, water resources). 


The forest cover of our town is a real asset and should be carefully managed. Private 
foresters can offer assistance. 


As Sugar Hill is so hilly that roads, drainage and septic systems must have careful 
consideration. Some towns are now determining lot sizes based upon the soil conditions 
that exist on that lot. This will be considered. This is called soil capability as a means 
of determining lot sizes. 


The meeting day of the planning board has been changed so as to prevent 
conflict with the selectmen’s meetings. We will meet at 7:30 PM at the meeting 
house on the first Tuesday of each month unless a holiday interferes with that 
day in which case the meeting will fall on the second Tuesday of that month. 
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Most of our north country’s towns now have Zoning, Subdivision and Site Plan 
Regulations, Master Plans and Capitol Improvement Programs. With such regulations 
and ordinances there is a growing need to consider the proper way to ENFORCE 
such regulations--by whom and how. This is an area to be considered by the Selectmen, 
Planning Board and the Zoning Board of Adjustment with assistance from our town’s 
counsel. 


The Planning Board has open meetings and it welcomes constructive suggestions 
from the town’s citizens.

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GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


Unlike town and school budgets which are passed by local voters each March, the Grafton 
County fiscal year budget is passed by the 28-member Legislative Delegation in late June, 
and takes effect July 1st. The State Department of Revenue Administration determines each 
town’s share of county taxes based on the town’s proportion of total assessed valuation in 
the county. The town collects the tax for the county, so the town’s property tax rate reflects 
its share of the county tax as well as town and school taxes. 


In 1989, Grafton County’s budget increased from $10.1 million to $11.2 million. The increase 
in the operating budget is mostly due to growing caseload and increased costs for Intermediate 
Nursing Home Care and the cost of staffing and operating the new jail wing. The good 
news is that the cost of court-ordered placements for juveniles has levelled off after increasing 
160% from 1985 to 1989. 


The amount of the county budget to be raised by property taxes increased from $5.0 million 
to $6.3 million, in large part because most of the 1988 surplus was used to pay for construction 
of the jail addition and because of increased costs of Intermediate Nursing Home Care 
payments to the State. It should be noted that 48.5% of the county tax collected from the 
towns is paid directly to the State for the county share of nursing home care, old age assistance, 
and aid to permanently and totally disabled. 


The construction of a new 30-bed minimum security unit at the County Department of 
Corrections was completed in March of this year, and inmates were moved in during the 
first week in April. Thanks to the strong hands-on management and control by Supt. Bill 
Siegmund and Clerk of the Works Wayne Whitney, the county managed to complete the 
$1.6 million project with a $9,197 surplus. And by using $500,000 in surplus funds as a 
down payment, we only bonded $1.1 million. 


Because of increasingly crowded conditions at the Grafton County Courthouse, the 
Commissioners are looking into both short- and long-range solutions to the County’s space 
problems. Working with Samyn-D’Elia & Assoc. to develop plans and projected costs, we 
expect to present plans early in 1990 for possible cost effective, short-term solutions, including 
renovating the county owned duplex house. 


The Commissioners are also anticipating changes in the overall management structure 
of the county next year with administrator Siegmund’s retirement in June. The Nursing 
Home Complex (the nursing home, jail and farm) will be separated into three separate facilities 
with individual administrators. The Commissioners are considering the impact of this 
conversion on the county business office and overall county operations in order to ensure 
a successful response to the changes brought about by Mr. Siegmund’s retirement. 


The Grafton County Commissioners meet weekly on Wednesdays at the Grafton County 
Courthouse in North Haverhill. We encourage public attendance and welcome tours of our 
facilities.

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL, INC. 
Annual Report 


The year 1989 marked the North Country Council’s seventeenth year of successful operation. 
As chartered under NH RSA 36:45, the Council provides non-profit local and regional planning 
assistance to member municipalities. In addition to general planning services, the Council 
offers its constituents specialty services in cultural resource conservation, economic 
development, housing, natural resource management, solid waste management and 
transportation. The four standing Council committees, Economic Development, Housing, Land 
Use and Transportation, actively direct the Council’s policies in these areas. 


In SUGAR HILL, the Council consulted with the Planning Board on completing the Master 
Plan and developing a Capital Improvements Program. The Council also coordinated the 
solid waste planning efforts of the Upper Grafton-Lancaster Area Solid Waste District. 
Services provided include negotiating and managing the district contract with Wehran 
Engineering, organizing district meetings, developing the RSA 53-B District Agreement, 
and organizing the district’s subcontractors. The Council also provided individual communities 
with technical assistance on recycling options. 


Community planning challenges dominated the Council’s 1989 agenda. Changing state 
mandates and furthered residential and commercial growth busied local planning and zoning 
boards throughout the year. The Council assisted these boards in preparing for the challenges 
through regional workshops, technical bulletins and newsletters and as-needed assistance 
on technical and specific issues. The Council co-sponsored the popular Municipal Law Lecture 
Series which addressed new case law, grandfathering and the revised excavation statute. 
The Council also assisted numerous towns in revising zoning ordinances, subdivision 
regulations and site plan review regulations, thereby updating these regulations to better 
meet and manage the new challenges. 


The Council’s 1989 work program continued to promote community development projects, 
as well. Managing close to two million dollars in Community Development Block Grant monies, 
the Council administers programs in ten North Country communities. Many are housing 
improvement programs, yet others support sewer projects, day care development, and 
municipal water supply projects. 


In summary, it is important to understand that the Council is organized to provide these 
valuable services for the benefit of our local town governments. The Council’s continued 
success in meeting the ever-changing demands of the North Country is dependent upon the 
active participation of our members. We rely upon and enjoy your involvement as town officials 
and concerned citizens, and look forward to assisting you in this coming year. 
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SUMMARY OF UGLA ACTIVITY IN 1989 


The Upper Grafton Lancaster Area Solid Waste District (UGLA) worked diligently 
throughout 1989. The North Country Council supplied planning and technical assistance 
to the District throughout the year. The District entered the second phase of the engineering 
at the proposed Mount Eustis Landfill Site and developed a work scope with the assistance 
of Wehran Engineering and the Department of Environmental Services. After Ray Lobdell 
and Associates flagged the wetlands at the site, the proposed location of the landfill shifted 
to minimize the impact to wetlands. The site presently being considered contains less than 
.7 acres of wetlands. The site was also surveyed by Kellogg Surveying and Mapping, Inc. 


The District installed ten additional wells at the site and a monthly well level determination 
program was developed. The hydrogeological report was completed and submitted to the 
New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services in January, 1990 and the engineering 
of the landfill will begin during the state review of this hydrogeological information. The 
District expects to have permits by December, 1990. In addition, the District worked to 
develop a RSA 53-B Solid Waste District Agreement.
